Before the President left the Senats Cham-
ber the crowd in front of the stand had i

till it became one solid mass of hu-
manity for nearly four hundred feet in front
of the stand and more than one thoasand
feet on either side.

The crowd continued lesi solidly in the
rear ot this multidude. The tree3 iu thf
great lawn were filled, and the roofs of the
surrounding dwellings were covered. Oa thf
roof of the Capitol some two or three hun-
dred rxen and boys had congregated.

Jn the approaching avenue and streets,
tbe military companies and society organiz-
ations were rushed in columns, forming a
brilliant vista as far as the eye could reach.

On tbe elevatrd stands enterprising pho
tceraphera htd placed their instruments, to
perpetcate in photograDhic designs the as
sembly on the stand, and the sea of faces aud
hats that moved continually, like the waves
of ocean. This immense throng was vari
onsly estimated as to numbers. President
Arthur subsequently said it was simply im
r.iensethe greatest crowd he ever saw. Sen-
ator Hawley, as he looked a, it, sail that it
numbered about 150,000 people,

While waiting for the arrival of ths Presi-
dent elect some one would occasionally ven-
ture to the front of the platform. His pra3- -

erce was the signal for repeated cheers.
Precisfely at 12:30 the head of ths procets on
appeared, coming out of the main ea3t door
of the Capitol. President Arthur stepped to
the front of the platform, followed by the
President elect, Chief Justice Walte and the
STg?ant at-Arm- s of the ßsnats. Ali uncov-
ered as they stood faciei,' the crod, aad the
vast assemblage cheered again aid aain foi
several minutes. When the persons who
were to assist at the ceremonies were sested
on the p!atform the President elect began

i Iiis inaugural address.
He was clad in full suit ot black, a Princt

Albert coat, with high, old fashioned staad
Ing collar and black tie. In speaking he
held his left hand closed behind him, aud
emphas'zed his speech by gestures with his
right hand He spoke without manuscript,
but occasional! consulted some small pr
pared notes. His voice was clear and reso-
nant, and he slowly enunciated his words,
and occasionally turned about at the pauses
as if to note the effect of his remarks. He
spoke aa follows:

served to the State, or to tbe people, ana by a
cautious appreciation of those functions which,
by the Constitution and laws, have been es-
pecially assigned to the Executive branch of the
Government.

But he who takes the oath to-da- y to preserve,
protect and defend the Constitution of the United
states, only assumes the solemn obligation which
every patriotic citizen ou the farm, Iu the work
shop, in the busy marts of trade aud everywhere
should share with him. The Constitution which
prescribts his oath, my countrymen, is yours: the
Government you have chosen him to administer
for a lime, is oars: the suffrage which executes
the will ot freemen, is yours; the laws ot tue en-
tire s :,fceme ot our civil rule, from the towa meet
:m to the State Capitols and the rsallonal Caplto ,
I vonis.

Your every voter, as surely as your Chief Magis-
trate under the same hicrn sauctton, though in a
dillf rent sphere, exercises a public trust. Nor is
t'jisail. jifery citizen owes to the country a
v tJisnt watch aud close scrutiny of i's public
fervsnts and a fair nd reasonable estimite of thj
fidel'ty and usefulness. This is the people's will
imTiessed upon the whole framework of our civil
polity municipal, rf'a'e and Federal - an I this is
the price of our liberty and the Inspiration of our
faith in the Republic

It Is the policy of Monroe aa l Waslacton and
Jefferson 4 peace, coameree and honest friend-
ship with Eli Nations, cutaugila alliances with
Lone."

A due regard lor the Interests and prosperity of
all people dtmands that our fiuauces shiil be es-

tablished upon such a sound and sensible basis
as fhall secure toe safety and confluence of busi-ner- s

interests, aud make the wage of labor sure
ana steady, and that our system of revenue shall
be so adjusted is to relieve the people from iy

taxation, having a du3 regard to the
interests of capital invented and workingmea em-
ployed in American industries, and preventing
the accumulation of a sumlus In the Treasury to
temi t extravagance aad wa?te. Care for the prop-
erty of tte Nation and for the needs of future
sitilers requires that the public domiiu should
be protected from purloining schemes and un-
lawful occupation. Tne conscience o! the people
defends that the Indians without our bjundi-rie- s

shall be fairly and honestly treated as wards
of the Goyernmen and their education and civ-
ilization promoted with a view to their ultimate
citizetship; and that polygamy In the Territories,
destructive of the family relation, and odenslve
to the moral senss of the civilized world, shall
ie repressed.

The laws should bo rigidly enforced wolch pro-
hibit the in. mi? rail on ot a servile class to compete
with American labor, with no intention of at-quirl-

citizenship, sudbringin; with thvra anl
re'a'aicg hetlts and customs repugnant our
civilization.

Tte people demand reform In tin administra-
tion of the Government, and ths application of
business principles to public aBairo. As a means
to this end, civil service reform hould be in uood
faith en orceö. Our citizens have the rlzht to pro-
tection from tbe Incompetency of public employes
wr. o hold their p'.aces solely as the reward of par-tiffi- n

service, and Iron the corruptive influence of
those vho promise and the vicious metkols of
those who expect each rewards: and those who
worthily seek pnblic emp oyinent have thought
to irstn that merit and competency siall be re- -

cociiized, instead of party subserviency .or tne
surrender of honest political belief in the admin-
istration of a fcovernmeat pledged to do eiusl aud
exact justice to all men.

There should be no pretext for auxiety touch-
ing the protection of the freelaen
in their rights or their 6cari:y
in ihe enjoyment of their privilege under the
tonstituUon and its amendments. All discussion
as to their fitness for the placa accorded to them
as American citizens la idle and unprofitable, ex-
cept aa it suggests tha necessity for their improve-
ment The fact that they are citizens entitle?
them to all the rights due to the relation, and
chimes them with all its duties, obligitlons and
responsibilities. Tfcese tonics and tne constant
and ever varyinsr wants of an active and enter-pripJn- c

population may wdl receive the attention
and the parriotic endesvorof all who make and
exf cute the federal law. Our duties are practical
and call for inaustrh.us application, an Intelli-

Uy Far the Cirratnt liver Seen in t ti Na
tional Capltnl-- lt is Estimated T h it

"Wamunton, March 4 When he tint be-

gan the crowd applauded whenever ha
paused to take breath, but after awhile con-

tented iUelf with cheering him as he made
his principal points. His reference to the
prohibition of foreign contract labor called
out loud and long continued applause-- , but
his allusion t3 civil service reform met; with
a faint response. The address was drief,
and at preclsely.two minutes after 1 o'clock
it cO'jcluddd with an invecatioa of the bless-
ing of Trovidence, and turning to the Chief
Justice and bowicg to htm, he said: VI am
now prepared to take the oath prescribed
by law." as the Chief Juatice arose to
administer the oath the vast assejmbly
cheered again. The Preaident-elec- t htood
facing the Chief Jostice, with the crod on
his right. Chief Clerk McKinney, of the
Supreme Court, eto.d just to the side of
Cleveland, and held the Bible upon whi.h
the oath was a iministered, the President-
elect also holding it with his right lland.
The Bible used was a small morocco covered
gilt-edge- d volume, pretty well worn, lit is
the Bible which Cleveland's mothergave
him when he left home as a young rnan, and
at his special request the Committee of Ar-

rangements had it in readincsss for the
ceremony. The crowd preserved perfect
quiet as the impressive ceremony o ng

the oath was taking tilace,
but when it was concluded, anc as
President Cleveland laid down ; the
Bible after reverently kissing i it,
and thcok hands with the Chief Justice,
who was first to congratulate him, they
cheered loudly and long. Ex-Preside- ni Ar-
thur was the man to congratulate the
President, and tben followed Ch'ef Clerk
McKinney and Senator Sherman. President
Cleveland was then intnduced to ths re-

maining Judae9 of the Supreme Cout, to
Lieutenant General Sheridan and General
Hancock.

The other persons on the olatform then
pressed forward, and many of them shook
h'S Lacd. As he d the Capitol he
was acain gr e cd witn cheers. He walked
to the baEoment entrance, where he ' first
came into tbe builning and enteret ft car- -

I risge to be driven in the procession to the
wtite House.

The two carriages which contained Presi-
dent Cleveland, Arthur, Vies
President Hendricks and Ihe Senate Com-
mittee of Arrangements took positions in
the first division, and the line stark!, i The
greatest enthusiasm was manifested all
along the route. The crowd ou the sidewalks
bad increased so that it was impossible to
pae through it. Many people were forced
out into the roadways, and the police had all
they could do to keep the avenue open for
the procession. '

When the head of this line reached Fif-
teenth street a bait was made, and the! car-
riage containing the President and ef ifevident

left the line and proceeded bvWiv
Kxecutive avenue to the White Höum,
which the party entered by a rear door.; The
Vice President's carriage proceeded up Fif-
teenth street, nearly to New York avenue,
before leaving the line. Mr. Hendricks,
however, soon joined the President
at the White Home, and when
everything was in readiness, I the
entire party proceeded to the reviewing
tand on Pennsylvania avenue, directly in

front of the mansion, and an order, was
given for the line to move. The reviewing
stand had been prcfasely decorated with
fags and bunting, aud presented a beautifal
appearance. The President and ex P,red-den- t

were placed on a projecting p'atfbrm,
which was covered with flags, so as to make
a handsome canopv, and at the same time so
arranged as to arlord a clear, unobstructed
view of the processsioo. Arm chairs Hrere
placed upon it for their use, but the Presi-
dent remaiced standing during the eutiro
rtview. Ex-Preside- Arthur sat oa his
If ft; Vice President Hendricks and Mem-
bers of his household occupied seats to( ths
right and just back of the President, while
the families and friends o! the President' and

sat in the front row oa' the
right.

Among those who occupied seats on the
Preidtntial stand were Secretaries Freling-huyse- n,

McCulloch, Lincoln, Chandler Und
Pestmaster General Hatton, Lieutenant
General Sheridan, Major General Hancook,
Daniel Manning, of New York: Hr.

It was ten minutes past 2 o'clock when: the
Pn-sident- , escorted by Colonel Berett, of - the
Inaugural Committee, took his place at the
front of the stand, and the head of the pro-
cession started from the corner of Fifteenth
street to pass in review. The Prtsldeat's ap- -

rjearance was the cigaalfor a great sb.oat
from the concourse of people who had gath-
ered in frontet the stand and filled the street
fcr several hundred ya?d$ both ways. The
President quietly bolted his acknowledg-
ments

A good deal of confusion was caused irr the
vicinitv of the grand ttand uy the effort? of
the police to clear tbe street lor the approach-id- g

precession. The work was finally accom-
plished, but with great difficulty, the mount-
ed police ridici: into the dens? throni? of
spectators, and driving them back with teir
batons. '

Tbe review from the Presidential efaid
was a grand sight, and it was the generally
expressed opinion that no more brill-an- t

pa?8nthed ever been witnessed in this
country. All the organizations gave the
marching salute as they passed the grand
stand, and the President recognized the tom-piime- ni

by raising his hat. i

Tbe first division wes composed ot retilar
United States troops and local military; or-

ganizations and presented a tine appearance
as they passed the stand. The President sa-

luted the Chief Marsha! and his aides and
each of tbe companies, which marched iu
particularly good form.

They werj recogni;sd
as they reared the reviewing stand and
loudly cheered. The President and Gover-
nor Pettison exchanged salutes. The Presi-
dent also raiied his tat as a token of re-
spect tothe battle torn ilss:sof the Thirteenth
and Kichteenth and several other reitaeats
of this division.

General Fithuh Le?, commanding the
third division, received an ovation froru
the crowd in and around the President's
stand. He bowed to the President, and the
latter raised his bat in return. The Presi-
dent paid the same compliment to the
Sixty-nint- h New York Regiment, the
llochambeau Grenadiers and Bäsch Zouaves,
of 61. Louif. A gap between the Third aad
Fourth Divisions gave the surging masj of
humanity around the President's stand an
opportunity to close in and again obnruct
the lins ot march. The police not beiac
able to keeo the street clear, a detachment
rf regular troops was sent to their assistance.
The unid tilorta of the soldiers and pjiice
only tuiliced to make a narrow passage way
through the densw throt'g, and the various
organiziticns which followei passed in re-
view under this disadvantage.

A large number of colored troops were in-

cluded in the third division, and their sol-dinl- y

tearing and gocd marching thcitcl
rnnch praise from th spectators.

The New Jersey soldieri in their plain uni-
forms, with red blankets rolled above their
knapsacks, also attracted much attention, as
did the Washington Infantry, ot Pittsburg,
clad in navy blue, with black ihskos. The
Filth Maryland, aboot 6J0 strong, in black
helmets and blue suits, who are old favorites
in this city, were warmly welcomed. A
striking uniform of olive grcea, with black
plumes, which attracted much attention,
was worn by the Clark Guards, of AugasM,

Tbe New York Sixty-nint- h Regiment was
in this division a do at 000 strong, and its
fine band and excellent 'uarching fully met
the expectation which had been raised as to
the appearance of this regiment. Th9 Gren-
adiers llochambeau, of New York, were al?o
well received. The Bäsch Zouaves, of 6t.
Louis, wore the most elcint uniform cf its
kind in the procession. Company C. Six-
teenth Ohio National Guards, in showy uni-
form gray, closed this division of the pro-
cession.

The fourth and last division was composed
entirely of civic organizations and was com-
manded by Major Thomas K. Luttrell.

The Jackson Democratic Associatio a cf the
District of Columbia, carrying rouah hickory
club?, acted as an escort to the New York
organizations.

After them came six Indian braves, in
war paint and feathers, bearing Tammauy'e
unique btnner. The Tammany men, who
numbered about 1.0O', carried siiver-he- a led
sticks at their shoulders and marched nine
abreast. They were followed by the Tamma-
ny Knickerbeckers in their quaint und an-
cient costume, carrying long gold-heale- d

staves, with which they beat marchlns
time ou the ashphait pavement. Irving
Hall wss represented by about 1,0
gentlemen, all wearing silk hats
and iprirjg overcoats, and carrying
canes. Gilmore's immense band heralded
the approach of the County Democracy long
befo.e they were visible. Fifteen hundred
men, in light'grey overcorls and silk bsts,
carryirg canes with Cleveland's head
wrongnt in silver, and wearing purple and
gold badges on the lapela of their coats, ret
resented this brarch of the New York Ds-mocra-

The AJbany Phalanx, numbering
eighty men, presented a neat appearance,
clad in brown coats with white beavers, and
carrying silk umbrellas. Kings County De-
mocracy had about 135 men in line, dressed
in dark bine overcoats and carrying
the inevitable cane. The Buffalo Legion,
in dark clothes and ilk hats, brought up
the rear of the first brigade. In the second
brigade of this division the Bayard Legion,
of Wilmington, Ds!a , was the first out of
town club, and was fohowed by the Joel
Paiker Ciud, of Newark, N. J. The forty
rf presentatives of the Iroquois Club and
Columbus (Ohio) Glee Club, dressed iu gray
and carrying miniature brooms ou the lapel
of their coats. One of the neatest uniforms
in line was that of the Dackworth Club, of
Cincinnati, consisting of a light overcoat
and dark trousers, high white hats and gold
and purple badges. Tnere was not a finer
looking body of men in the procession, and
as tbey turned into Fifteenth street, march-
ing twelve fijont, tbe great crowd cheered
lustily, and the ladies clapped their hands
and waved their handkerchiefs. The Jeffer-
son Club, of Cincinnati, followed and male
a most creditable display. Tbey were also
greeted with applause and other demon-stratie- ns

of approval.
A colored man, clad in a sky-blu- e swallow-taile- d

coat and bright red pantaloons, and
wearing on his breast an enormous silver
plate bearirg the name of the organization,
preceded the Jackson Democratic Club, of
Columbus, Ohio. Its eiyhty members were
dnesed in gray, and carried canej at a
38 lute.

Malcön overcoats and yelloy kid gloves
distinguished one hundred members of the
Americas Club, of Philadelphia.

The Samuel J. ltandall Association, of
Philadelphia, bad about au equal number of
men in line. The Mayamenstng Legion, of
Philadelphia, bad seventy-fiv- e merlin line,
dressed in brown and red. The eleventh
Ward Randall Club, of Philadelphia, bore a
magnificent banner of blue plush and gold.
with an excellent portrait of the patron of
tbe club.

One hundred men represented the Central
Club, of Harrisburg. They wore gray over- -

ccats, black hata and red silk badges.
The Calumet Club, of Baltimore, presented

an excellent appearance, with 300 neatly at-
tired men iu line.

TheTopeka Flambeaux Club alao male a
fine appearance.

The Cook County Club, of Chicago, turned
out about forty rcen, in gray overcoats, eiik
bats and badges. This club and the Iroquois
Club, of tbe same city, were received with
marked favcr.

Some comment was excited b7 ths appear
ance in the procession of the Blame Inaug-
uration Club, cf Maine.

A splendid banner cf black and gold
dcated over 000 men representing tha Cres-

cent Club, of Baltimore.
A notable feature of the ocsasion was the

flag of the cavalry of the District of Colum-
bia, in which the electoral votes of the
States that furnished Cleveland's majorities
were represented bv horss. ons for sc1!
